KLEIN OF TUFTS SEES PRC IN GOOD SHAPE SHOULD MAO DIE 
TOMORROW. WHILE BOSTON U S OJHA EXPRESSES BELIEF 
THAT "THERE WILL BE A LOT OF SURPRISES" WHEN SUCCESSION 
WORKS ITSELF OUT. BROOKINGS' DOAK BARNETT FINDS 
CHOU IN "A LEADING POSITION, BUT NOT TRYING TO ASSERT 
PERSONAL DOMINANCE. IT IS MORE LIKE A BALANCING 

ACT." AND ACCORDING TO HARVARD'S FAIRBANK, US

POLICY IS CONCERNED, THIS CCP CONGRESS REAFFIRMATION 
OF CHOU POLICIES COULD MEAN DEVELOPMENT FROM DETENTE 
TO CAUTIOUS RAPPROCHEMENT WITH THE US. KLEIN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EXPRESSES VIEW THAT EXPANSION OF PEASANT REPRESENTATION 
IN PARTY REINFORCES MAO'S EFFORT TO KEEP PARTY 
DECENTRALIZED, TO KEEP TALENT OUT OF THE CAPITAL 
AND IN THE COUNTRYSIDE. KLEIN OBSERVES SIMILAR

MINISTRIES NOW THERE ARE ABOUT 30, WITH MANY 
FORMER MINISTRY LEADERS NOW AT WORK IN PROVINCIAL 
CAPITALS. 

22. ZORZA (WP) POINTS OUT THAT USSR IS WARNING 
WASHINGTON TO BEWARE OF PITFALLS OF THE PEKING 
RELATIONSHIP, WHILE SENDING SIMILAR MESSAGE TO PRC 
WARNING OF US THREAT TO CHINA. ZORZA THINKS CHOU 
EN-LAI S LINE AT CCP CONGRESS THAT BOTH US AND USSR 
WANT TO DEVOUR CHINA "SUGGESTS THAT SOMETHING HAS 
GONE SERIOUSLY WRONG BETWEEN THE US AND CHINA", 

AND HAK’S TIGHT-ROPE ACT IS IN DANGER. ZORZA SEES 
ONE SOURCE OF TROUBLE IN PRC'S RENEWED INSISTENCE 
ON LIBERATION OF TAIWAN, A DEMAND NOT COMPATIBLE

23. LAT'S SEEGER (SEPT. 8) IN MOSCOW REPORTS 
THAT PRC EMBASSY THERE "IS AN ISOLATED ISLAND IN 

A SEA OF DISTRUST," AND UNLIKE EVERY OTHER EMBASSY 
IN MOSCOW, THERE ARE NO SOVIET CITIZEN EMPLOYEES. 
DIPLOMATIC EXPERTS SENSE NEW KREMLIN DRIVE TO 
ISOLATE THE PRC REGIME EVEN FURTHER FROM THE REST 
OF THE SOCIALIST WORLD. PRC DIPLOMATS REACT BY 
CIRCULATING MORE AMONG OTHER DIPLOMATS, MOVING

BIG MOVE BY CHINESE TO END ISOLATIONOCCURRED LAST 
YEAR WHEN THEY ATTENDED QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 
AT UK EMBASSY; SOON AFTER, BRITISH DIPLOMATS 
WERE INVITED TO CHINESE EMBASSY AND BRITISH WIVES 
HAVE NOW BEEN RECRUITED TO TEACH ENGLISH TO THE 
CHINESE. IN THE YEAR SINCE, THE CHINESE HAVE 
IMPROVED THEIR ABILITY TO SPEAK ENGLISH DRAMATICALLY. 
MOST CHINESE PROFESSIONALS SPEAK EXCELLENT RUSSIAN 
BUT WERE LIMITED IN THEIR FACILITY FOR EXCHANGING 
GOSSIP WITH STRANGERS. WHILE ALL FOREIGNERS IN 
MOSCOW ARE LIMITED IN MOVING AROUND THE COUNTRY AND 
IN MEETING SOVIET CITIZENS, CHINESE ARE BARRED 
FROM LEAVING THE CITY EXCEPT TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY. 
TIGHTLY DISCIPLINED, THEY EXCHANGE CAREFULLY SELECTED 
TIDBITS WITH OTHER DIPLOMATS, RARELY GIVING AWAY 
MUCH INFO ABOUT CHINA BUT DROPPING INTERESTING 
ITEMS ABOUT THE RUSSIANS. 

24.SAIKOWSKI (CSM) SEE CLOUDS HOVERING OVER US 
EXCHANGES WITH BOTH PRC AND USSR. WHILE PHIL A. 
SYMPHONY PREPARES TO LEAVE FOR CONCERT TOUR, 

AND CHINESE GROUPS WILL VISIT US AS SCHEDULED THIS 
FALL, VISITS BY AMRICANS SUCH AS HARVARD SCHOLARS,

COMMUNITY AFFAIRS, EAT ESPECIALLY PREPARED FOOD IN
